PREFACE. 



The proper tabulation of mortality statistics requires that there shall be a fixed system 
employed for classifying deaths, and that causes of death reported in the same or in synonymous 
terms shall invariably be tabulated under the same title. This is necessary, whatever system of 
classification is employed, and when the tabulations are directed by many different persons it is 
of greater practical importance that the returns shall be tabulated according to an absolutely 
uniform system than that the system shall, in itself, be absolutely perfect, even if such a system 
could be devised. 

The international classification has been adopted by the Census Office for its future reports 
for two reasons: The first is that it has been adopted by all of the registration states, by many 
of the nonregistration states, and by almost all of the registration cities for their local statistics, 
and as the census statistics are designed, primarily, to be of the greatest possible benefit to our 
own people, and to furnish comparable results, this reason would be entirely sufficient for such 
action if no other existed. The second reason lies in the fact that provision is made for a peri- 
odical revision of the classification based on the equitable representation of the registration offices 
employing it. This systematic revision will keep the classification in close correspondence with 
the developments of medical science, and its accurate observance between the years of revision 
will furnish sufficient data upon questionable points to guide to a satisfactory solution. 

In putting the classification into operation it is necessary to determine under just what titles 
deaths reported in thousands of different terms shall be compiled. Here we may repeat what 
was said before: It is much more important that deaths reported in the same terms shall every- 
wJiere he compiled under the same titles than that the assignment ie absohitely correct. Differences 
of opinion as to assignments should not be allowed to outweigh the manifest advantage of uni- 
formity. Of course it is the object of the classification, aided by regular revision, to have each 
assignment as correct as possible. 

It is out of the question for each registration official to prepare a comprehensive list, or 
index, of all terms occurring in the returns, with the proper (and uniform) assignment of each,

and the French " Diction naire" compiled by Dr. Bertillon, and the translations of the same, do 
not contain many hundreds of terms that are in common use in this and other English-speaking 
countries. Under present conditions many such terms are subject to varying assignments which 
affect the comparability of results. 

The preparation of an "index" being the first essential in compiling the census statistics, it 
was determined to treat the matter exhaustively and to print a sufficient edition of a manual to 
supply all registration officials, giving them the fullest benefit of the work of this office. 

The manual has been prepared by Dr. Cressy L. Wilbur (chief of the division of vital 
statistics in the Michigan department of state), medical referee in the census vital statistics, who 
has labored most earnestly at this onerous undertaking for the improvement of vital statistics 
generally. In deciding certain of the most doubtful cases he has consulted Dr. Bertillon, director 
of the international bureau of vital statistics, the creation of which was one of the final acts of the 
international commission of revision at Paris in 1900, and also some of the principal registration 
officials in this country, as fully as the exigencies of the work would permit, and it is believed 
that the result may be accepted as representing as accurate and correct a classification of the 
multitude of terms found in the returns as is necessary for the compilation of the statistics. 

By its general employment unifoi-mity in classification will be accomplished as in no other 
way, and again let it be said that this is more to the purpose than absolute correctness in 
the assignment of each individual cause of death. 

If errors or discrepancies that may be noted are reported to this office, corrections will be 
made, and each holder of the manual will be notified. Lists of new terms, not found in the index, 
may be submitted and all such will be classified and filed for inclusion in the next edition. 

Suggestions for the revision of the classification, with full explanatorj^ notes, may be filed 
for submission to the international commission of revision in 1910. (See page 18.) 

Particular attention is invited to the remarks concerning indefinite and unsatisfactory state- 
ments of coAmes of death in the certificates. There are many thousands of such cases, in a large 
majority of which the physicians could undoubtedly supply a more accurate statement if required 
to do so. A critical examination of each certificate, and an insistence that the cause of death 
be properly and fiiUy supplied before the certificate is accepted, will add greatly to the 
value of the returns. 

The same course should be pursued with aU other details required by the form of certificate 
employed. Each has a definite purpose, and every item should be stated where it is possible to 
do so. The omission of any item in the return causes it to be classed as "unknown " and detracts 
from the value of the statistics. The items most frequently omitted are those relating to 
conjugal condition (single, married, widowed, divorced), place of birth, birthplace of parents, 
and occupation. These are of great statistical importance and registrars should see that they 
are given in every return.

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INTRODUCTORY. 



PTJRPOSE OF THE MANUAL. 

The purpose of this manual is to present a detailed statement of the general arrangement of 
the international classification of causes of death, showing the inclusion of the terms reported by 
physicians as compiled under each title, in a form that will render it of practical use to 
registration offices in this country. 

The use of a classification of causes of death is imperative in the compilation and study of 
mortality statistics embracing any considerable number of deaths. The causes of death as 
assigned by physicians are so extremely numerous that it would be wholly impracticable to 
present them individually, and if it were possible to do this, and the causes, exactly as returned, 
were arranged- in purely alphabetical order, the resulting compilation would be of very little use 
to the sanitarian or other student of mortalitj' statistics, for he could not tell, except by a very 
laborious examination of the entire table, whether he had obtained the total number of deaths 
from any given disease or not. In other words, he would be obliged to do for himself, at a 
prohibitive expenditure of time and effort, what it is the province of any fairly well devised 
classification of causes of death to do for him. 

While the use of a classification of causes of death is a recognized necessity in mortality 
statistics, it can, not be said that any system of classification ever devised has been wholly 
satisfactory in all respects, nor, in fact, can it be expected at the present time that an ideally 
perfect classification shall be constructed. The selection of the international classification by the 
Census Office for the compilation of the mortality statistics derived from registration areas for the 
calendar year 1900 and subsequent j'ears is based chiefly upon the fact that this action will render 
the data directly comparable with the individual reports of the states chiefly composing the 
registration area, all of which have adopted this system, as well as tend* to promote the uniformity 
and comparability of the mortality statistics of the United States with those of other countries. 

EFFORTS TO SECURE UNIFORMITY IN NOSOLOGICAL STATISTICS. 

For many years, in fact, nearly since the beginning of the systematic collection of vital 
statistics, the great advantages that would result from a uniform and thoroughly comparable 
classification of causes of death have appealed to sanitarians and statisticians. Reference may be 
made to the account of the efforts in this direction in the International Congress of Statistics in

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1853, through a committee composed of Dr. Marc d'Espine, of Geneva, and Dr. William Farr, 
of England, as given in the introductory text of the report of the international commission of 
revision. Even before this time, in 1847, the American Medical Association recommended a 
classification substantially the same as that employed by the English registrar-general, thus 
tending toward international uniformity, and in 1859 a committee of the same association, 
consisting of Dr. W. L. Sutton, of Kentucky; Dr. Edward Jarvis, of Massachusetts; Dr. Edwin 
M. Snow, of Rhode Island; Dr. Wilson Jewell, of Pennsylvania, and Dr. E. W. Gibbes, of South 
Carolina, reported as follows with reference to this subject: 

By the appointment of this committee the association has expressed the opinion that a uniformity in the plan 
for registration reports — [Another most desirable feature] — and in the nomenclature and classification of the causes 
of death is a matter of great importance, an opinion in which this committee most cordially concur. This uniformity, 
upon a basis tolerably correct, is perhaps even more important than that the plan- adopted should be the best, 
because the facilities of comparing the facts collected in one state or country with those collected in others is one 
of the most important ends of registration. It is earnestly to be desired that a uniformity could be established in all 
the countries of Europe and America, but there is at present little ground to hope that such an object can be 
effected. * * * But grant that no foreign country should adopt our classification, the facilities for comparing the 
hygienic condition of the different parts of this vast country would be immeasurably increased. This consideration 
is of paramount importance and imperiously requires the adoption of the measure. 

The extension of registration and the adoption of uniform methods of tabulation and 
classification was interrupted by the Civil War, but some j^ears thereafter efforts were 
made in the national board of health to bring about greater uniformity of methods. The 
discontinuance of this board after a few years of existence prevented the attainment of the 
results desired, and from that time to within a very few years little progress has been made 
toward the establishment of a uniform classification. 

THE INTERNATIONAL CLASSIFICATION OF CAUSES OF DEATH. 

In 1893, during the session of the International Statistical Institute at Chicago, Dr. Jacques 
Bertillon, chief of the statistical service of Paris, reported, as chairman of a committee appointed 
for that purpose, a classification of causes of death in three alternative forms — an abridged, an 
intermediate, and a detailed — which was recommended for general use in registration offices. It 
was not intended to be original in its principles and form, but endeavored to harmonize the 
features of the most generally used systems in order to afford a common basis of union. 

In 1897 a report was made in its favor by a committee of the American Public Health 
Association, and in 1898, at Ottawa, that association formally indorsed the classification, 
proposed a plan for its regular decennial revision, the first of which was to be made at Paris 
in 1900 under the auspices of the International Congress of Hygiene and Demography, and 
among other resolutions on this subject passed the following: 

Resolved, That the American Public Health Association recommends that the Bertillon classification of causes bf 
death be adopted by all the registrars of vital statistics in the United States, Canada, and Mexico, as soon as the 
changes from the systems now in use can be conveniently made. 

Resolved, That the Governments of the United States, Canada, and Mexico be requested to make this classification 
the basis of the mortality statistics of the censuses of 1900 and 1901. 
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The latter resolution, which was originally introduced and passed by the International 
Conference of State and Provincial Boards of Health at Detroit in 1898, shortly before the 
session of the American Public Health Association, may be considered as of special importance as 
expressing the concrete opinion of the practical registration and sanitary officials in this country, 
as well as those of Canada and Mexico, relative to the adoption of the international classification. 

The resolutions of the American Public Health Association in regard to the decennial revision 
of the classification were approved by the International Statistical Institute at its session at 
Christiana in 1899. 

The international commission of revision met at Paris on August 18-21, 1900, under 
the auspices of the International Congress of Hygiene and Demography, and in response to 
official invitations from the French Government representatives from some twenty-six countries 
participated in the work of revision. The discussions may be examined in the Proceedings" 
and the revised classification was presented in a final report.* ' 

This pamphlet, which for convenience may be referred to as the "Report of the International Commission of 
Revision," contains the official French version of the revised nomenclature, and is the basis to which the English 
version conforms. Free use is made of the introductory remarks contained in it in the preparation of the present text. 

In accordance with the resolutions of the American Public Health Association, the Census 
Office has adopted, at the earliest practicable moment, the international classification for the 
statement of its mortality statistics. The results of the revision were not available for use 
in the compilation of the mortality statistics of the census year 1899-1900, which were compiled 
according to the system formerly employed, but in putting the international classification into 
use for the statistics of the calendar year 1900, the Census Office has in fact introduced the 
system a year in advance of the time that it was officially recommended to take effect, namely, 
on January 1, 1901. It appeared expedient to do this, as we shall now have the statistics of two 
years from registration areas, which partly overlap in point of time, compiled according to the 
two systems. Comparisons of the two methods may thus be conveniently made and the data for 
previous censuses, compiled in accordance with the former classification, may be harmonized 
with the results for the census year (1899-1900) and the calendar year (1900), while the statistics 
for the latter year will serve as a point of departure and reference for the compilations of 
subsequent years under the international classification. 

COMPABISON OF THE INTERNATIONAL CLASSIFICATION WITH THAT FORMERLY IN USE 

BY THE CENSUS. 

It has been stated that the international classification laid claim to no original or peculiar 
principles in the arrangement of causes of death, and as the system formerly employed by the 
Census Office was derived from similar sources we find, as we might expect, that there is a

While the general groups of the two systems appear to closely correspond, the several titles 
included under these groups may not do so in all cases; neither may the inclusions of the 
individual titles used in the two systems, although apparently identical, exactly agree. This 
brings us to the consideration of what is in fact the most important practical feature relating 
to classification, namely, the identity and inclusion of the individual titles of diseases used in 
statistical tables.

While the general groups of diseases as indicated in the preceding comparison of the 
international and former United States census classifications ai'e of some interest, the chief value 
attaches to the individual titles or names of individual diseases given in the tabular list. The 
theories under which groups are formed may change, and while this is also true to some extent 
with individual titles, the latter are much more stable and satisfactory as a basis of comparative 
statistics. For this reason a classification of causes of death should chiefly concern itself with 
the selection and exact definition of the titles of the individual diseases to be represented in the 
mortality statistics. 
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The titles employed by the international classification are shown at the conclusion of this 
Qtroductory text, and in the "tabular list" the inclusion of each title is given in full; that is, 
tie terms returned by physicians in medical certificates are arranged, in alphabetical order, under 
ach title of 'the tabular list under which they are to be compiled. The terms thus arranged 
aclude (1) all of the terms found in the corresponding list of the French report; (2) some 
dditional terms found in the French index of diseases (" Dictionnaire des maladies") that were 
ot included in the former list; and (3) many additional terms derived from the 1,880,513 deaths 
eturned to the Census Office and compiled for the census years 1890 and 1900. The assignment 
f the latter was required to be made for the immediate use of the Census Office, as a basis for 
he compilation of the statistics of the calendar year 1900, and although the task presented many 
ifficulties from the uncertain or ambiguous character of some of the statements, it is believed 
hat the result will be in thorough general conformity to the usage of the classification. 

"RACTICAL trSE OF THE INTEKNATIONAI, CLASSIFICATION IN REGISTRATION OFFICES. 

For the practical use of clerks in a registration office this manual consists of two essential 
larts: 

(1) The tabular list; 

(2) The index. 

The tabular list consists of the titles of the international classification in order, each title 
aving a definite statement of what "This title includes." The terms included are arranged in 
Iphabetical order for convenience of reference, and many cross references are also given, as it 
3 impossible to say in regard to any given compound expression just what terms will be looked 
or by the compiling clerk. The lists of terms not included, with their proper references, and 
Iso the complications given are of subsidiary importance, although occasional reference to them 
rill be found useful. 

The index contains every term found in any of the titles of the tabular list and is thoroughly 
ross referenced, so that a statistical clerk who looks for any significant part of a statement of 
ause of death, and these frequently occur in most perplexing form, will be enabled to obtain 
he reference to the proper title of the international classification. 

As those who use this classification become more familiar with it, it will become less and less 
ecessary to first look up the term to be assigned in the index. After a little practice only a 
omparatively small proportion of terms will require to be looked up, as the most common and 
requently occurring cases will become familiar through use; but in case of uncertainty or 
oubt the memory should not be trusted, as it is absolutely essential for accuracy and uniformity 
aat the same return shall always be compiled in the same way. 

ADAPTABILITY OF THE INTERNATIONAL CLASSIFICATION. 

The list of causes usually given in the detailed international classification is not intended as 
n inflexible arrangement to which all tables of causes of death should conform. In fact, as 
riginally reported by the committee at Chicago in 1893, there were three alternative forms— an 
bridged, an intermediate, and a detailed— either one of which could be chosen by a registration 
ffice according to its individual needs. The international conmiission recommended two forms, 
a abridged and a detailed form, but made ample provision for the insertion of any intermediate 
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forms desired, or for the expansion of the detailed form to meet any necessary requirements, 
Following are certain "decisions of the international commission" relating to this matter: 

Expansion of the da^dficatim.— Titles commencing with the word "Other" can always be subdivided by s 
registration office when deemed desirable. (The same can evidently be done with any title, provided the relations 
of the parts are so indicated that the international unit can be reconstituted for comparisons. ) 

Titles dupUcated for greater detail (see note, page 24) are to be filled out when necessary. 

Intermediate classification.— When a statistical office does not wish to adopt the detailed classification, and yet does 
not consider the abridged classification sufficiently full, it may adopt all of the titles of the abridged classification 
and insert such additional titles from the detailed classification as may be desirable. In this way the statistics will 
remain comparable, for all of the titles presented, with those of other countries. 

As an illustration of the way in which the international classification can be adapted to 
special conditions the somewhat condensed list of titles used for certain important tables by the 
Census Office may be examined (page 19). This is, in effect, an intermediate classification, but it 
has combined certain titles of the detailed international classification and subdivided others in a 
way best fitted to adapt it to the practical uses of American statistics, and to obtain results more 
readily comparable with the system of classification formerly in use by the Census Office. The 
subdivisions belonging to this intermediate classification are shown in the tabular list, but 
without affecting the integrity of the international titles which they make up. 

JOINTLY REPORTED CAUSES OF DEATH. 

This is one of the most annoying and difficult subjects, for a wholly satisfactory solution, 
that occurs in the practical compilation of mortality statistics. It is very common for a physician 
to certify to two or more causes of death in connection with a given case, which causes may 
perhaps sustain a certain relation to each other, as primary and secondary, direct or indirect, 
chief or determining, and consecutive or contributory, or be wholly unrelated so far as the 
statement received at the compiling office may indicate. Now, no matter how many contributory 
causes may be assigned by the physician, the choice of the causes of death is restricted to a single 
title. As stated by Dr. J. S. Billings, "All systems of mortality statistics are compiled on the 
principle that the number of cases of death and causes of death must be the same. So long as 
this is the case it is practically impossible to give a full view of the causes of death." In other 
words, binomial or polynomial returns, as originally made by the physician, must be forced 
into tables constructed on a monomial basis, and it sometimes happens that the fuller and more 
explicit the original statement of cause of death may be the greater the difficulty that will be 
experienced in the assignment to a single title of the classification. 

The mere order of the terms, even when the compilation is made from the original 
cei'tificates, can not, as a rule, be accepted as a satisfactory guide to the most important cause of 
death. Experience would seem to show that the entire statement made by the physician in 
regard to each individual case should be considered as a whole, with especial reference to the 
duration of each cause, if known, and then a judgment formulated according to certain 
well-established principles. Following is a translation of some remarks on this subject appended 
to the report of the international commission : 

It very often happens that the same death is attributed by the physician to two simultaneous causes of death 
It is evident, however, that this death should be counted but once. To which of the two causes should it be assi-ned' 

Very often the answer is indicated by the physician himself. If he writes, for example, "rheumatic pleurisv'' 
or "pleurisy resultmg from rheumatism," his statement solves the problem, which now no longer exists 
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We shall speak here only of cases where two diseases are returned at the same time without indication that they 
re in any way related. 

Most frequently, in such a case, one of the two diseases is only a complication of the other. The usual custom 
3 to charge the death to the primary disease, i. e., to the one that brings on the other. 

There are still other cases. It may be that two diseases reported as causes of death have no mutual relation: 
lothing prevents, indeed, a person sick with cirrhosis of the liver from contracting typhoid fever, although these 
liseases are in no way related and neither is dependent on the other; nothing prevents him from breaking a leg and 
lying from the effects of this injury; nothing prevents him from committing suicide, and, in fact, his physical and 
nental sufferings, the pain which results from his disease, the defect which has caused it, may render more probable 
he fatal result. To which of such two very different causes of death shall the death be assigned in statistics? 
iVhatever rule may be adopted, it is preferable that it be a uniform one. 

Certain rules may be suggested for making the choice between two statements of causes of death reported in the 
lame case: 

Rule 1. If one of the two diseases is an immediate and frequent complication of the other, the death should be 
ilassified under the head of the primary disease. 

Examples: Infantile diarrhea and convulsions, classify as infantile diarrhea; measles and broncho-pneumonia, 
classify as measles; scarlet fever and diphtheria, classify as scarlet fever; scarlet fever and nephritis, classify as scarlet fever. 

Rule 2. If it is not absolutely certain (as in the preceding cases) that one of the diseases is an immediate result 
M the other, we must see if there is a very great difference in the gravity of the two, and classify the death under 
the head of the more dangerous. 

Example: Organic disease of the heart and coryza. 

Neither of these two diseases has caused the other, and although the coryza in a cardiat case may incidentally 
determine the death it is quite certain that the heart disease is the real cause of death. 

Rule 3. When among the two causes of death there is a transmissible disease, it is preferable to assign the 
death to it, for statistics of infectious diseases are particularly interesting to the sanitarian, and it is important that 
they shall be as complete as possible. 

Example: Biliary calculus and typlwid fever. 

These two diseases have no mutual relation; they are nearly equally dangerous; therefore we should classify 
the death under the head of typhoid fever, because this is a transmissible disease. 

The three rules preceding will be sufficient for a decision in a great number of cases. When they are not 
a«pi'ica6Ze the following may be used: , i. • , •* • 

Rule 4. If a disease whose evolution is rapid is given in connection with another whose evolution is slow, it is 
preferable to charge the death to the first. 

Example: Insanity and acute articular rheumatism. 

These two diseases are in no way related; each is compatible with life; but, insanity havmg a slow evolution 
and acute articular rheumatism a rapid evolution, the death should be classified under the latter head. 

Again, if a death is simultaneously attributed to a disease and to external violence, it is usually proper to assign 

it to the latter.

The ataxia might not have caused the person's death for a longtime, while drowning was undoubtedly 

the direct cause of his death. The social importance of a correct statement of the number of violent deaths also 

^^'^TSil^'encttnX of itself, likely to cause death-for instance, if it has caused only a fracture, a sprain or 
a dislocation, accidents which only exceptionally cause death-this rule is not to be so strictly applied. In this case

WrSll close by stating that precise diagnoses should be given the preference over vague and indeterminate 
ones such as "hemorrhage," "encephalitis," etc. 

Bv th7use of the preceding rules arbitrary decisions will be avoided as much as possible 

and uniformly. 
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(The table following these rules, which is intended to show the assignment of the cause of 
death in every instance where two causes are reported, is omitted, together with some references 
thereto in the preceding text.) 

INDEFINITE AND UNSATISFACTORY RETURNS. 

A very large number of the terms included under the various titles of the tabular list are 
of a more or less indefinite or otherwise unsatisfactory character. Some attempt has been 
made to indicate returns of this nature in the Tabular List by prefixing an asterisk (*), and it will 
be desirable for local registrars to ask for further information whenever such statements are 
received, especially when no additional information appears on the certificate. It should be 
understood that certain terms, although indefinite in themselves and improper for the sole state- 
ment of the cause of death, may be stated with propriety as the immediate or contributory causes 
in connection with a proper statement of the chief or determining cause of death. 

In general, it may be said that the information required for a precise statement of the cause 
of death will vary somewhat according to the nature of that cause. Thus we may distinguish 
four general classes in this respect: 

/. General diseases.— it the cause of death belongs to the group of "General diseases," titles 
1 to 59, inclusive, a clear statement of the nature of the disease, as "typhoid fever," "diabetes," 
etc., will be sufficient. But note that the organ affected should always be specified in deaths 
from tuberculosis (titles 26-34) and from can<;er (titles 39-45), and the occupational character 
should be given in all deaths from chronic poisonings (titles 58-59). Deaths from "tumor" 
should always be questioned, inquiry being made as to whether the "tumor" was not a cancer, 
and also, in all cases, as to the organ or part of the body afi'ected by it. Deaths from 
"septicemia" should be qualified as "puerperal," "traumatic," etc., when the cause of the 
septicemia can be ascertained, and definite information should always be sought under this head. 
"Anemia" may be an indefinite return, and the cause of the condition should be asked for; not 
infrequenth'^ pulmonary tuberculosis may be concealed by such a return. In general, a plain 
specific statement of the nature of the disease, saying "typhoid fever" when typhoid fever is 
meant, and not using some doubtful or ambiguous expression like "continued fever," is what 
is desired, and especial pains should be taken to secure such statements on account of the great 
sanitary importance of some of the diseases of this class. 

2. Local diseases.— This group includes all of the classes from II to IX, inclusive, and is charac- 
terized by the fact that a double statement relative to the cause of death should be required in 
each case as follows: 

(a) The nature of the disease or pathological process; 

(h) The seat of the disease (organ or part of the bodj' affected). 

A medical certificate of cause of death of any of the local diseases should never be reg&,rded 
as complete until each of the above items is fully stated. Of course, both may be stated in a 
single word, as " nephritis," or inflammation of the kidneys. ',' Pneumonia" not only indicates 
the nature of the disease but also its location. But such words as " abscess," " hemorrhage," 
"inflammation," etc., are practically worthless unless it be stated what organ was affected, and 
on the other hand the general statement of " disease of the lungs," when pneumonia, pulmonary 
tuberculosis, or other definite disease should have been named, is most unsatisfactory. Both 
the nature of the disease and the organ affected should be given in each case. By insisting upon 
a complete statement, many deaths will be properly assigned to general diseases (Class I) that 
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otherwise would have remained among the indefinite affections of local organs. It is sometimes 
important that the statement of " acute" or "chronic" should be made. 

3. Deaths from violence. — A threefold statement is necessary to a complete return under this head 
as follows, giving the items in the order of their statistical importance: 

(a) Whether accidental, homicidal, or suicidal; 

(5) Cause of the injury, as railway accident; 

(c) Nature of the injur}', as fracture of skull. 

The statement of suicide or homicide should always be made when applicable, as deaths not 
so specified are usually classed as accidental. In addition to the statement of the nature of the 
injury, consequences resulting therefrom, as sepsis, surgical operation, etc., are frequently 
stated, but are not essential unless regarded as contributory causes of death. The international 
classification is inadequate and unsatisfactory as regards the treatment of deaths from violence, 
and some of the additions in the intermediate list prepared for the use of the Census Office, as 
shown on page 19, are designed to supply its defects. 

4. Indefinite and ill-defined returns.— Registvars should be familar with all terms classed under titles 
177, 178, and 179, and when received as the sole statement of cause of death, return them, if 
practicable, for further information. The returns of this class are worthless for statistical 
purposes. In addition to the indefinite returns under "Ill-defined diseases" (Class XIV), the 
majority of the deaths compiled under "Early infancy" (Class XI) and "Old age" (Class 
XII) are equally unsatisfactory; these classes are in reality merely subdivisions of "Ill-defined 
diseases" based on certain age limits, and more satisfactory statements should be secured if 
possible. 

In conclusion, a brief list of some of the most objectionable returns may be given, with 
suggestions as to the additional information to be sought in such cases. 



Abscess. This is usually an unsatisfactory statement. 
The came of the abscess should be given, as tuberculosis, 
traumatism, etc. , and the organ or part of the body affected 
should be stated. 

Accident. Always state the nature of the accident, 
then the nature of the injury. 

Amphtation. See Surgical operation. 

Ascites. See Dropsy. 

Asphyxia. This is a particularly objectionable return 
when unqualified. Give the cause of the asphyxia, 
whether disease or external violence, and if the latter, state 
whether accidental, suicidal, etc., and the exact nature of 
the cause of death, as by illuminating gas, gas from stove, 
suffocation by gas or deprivation of air in mine, etc. 
Similar terms are choking, strangulation, and suffocation, 
deaths from which causes should always be explicitly 

defined. 

Asthenia. What disease caused the asthenia? 
Cancek. Always state organ or part affected. 
Childbirth. If puerperal septicemia, this should be 

stated. 

Chloroform, ether, etc. See Surgical operation. 

Congestion. This word should never be used in a cer- 
tificate of death. It unfortunately forms part of two titles 



of the international classification (64, 95), but unless dis- 
tinctly stated as "passive congestion," inquiry should 
always be made as to whether "inflammation" of the 
organ or part was not intended. When used without 
qualification it is entirely worthless. 

Convulsions. This is usually a very unsatisfactory 
statement. Give the cause of the convulsions, which are 
mere symptoms that may occur in many diseases. In fe- 
males of childbearing age it should be ascertained whether 
they were of puerperal character. 

Debility. Whether alone, or qualified as "general 
debility," "infantile debility," "senile debility," etc., 
this return is practically worthless. Give the cause of the 
debility, if known. 

Dentition. ' ' Teething "is not a satisfactory statement 
of cause of death, but on account of its presence in con- 
siderable numbers in the actual returns a special place 
has been provided for it among diseases of the digestive 
system in the census classification. Inquiry should always 
be made for the disease, as enteritis, etc., that caused the 
death of the teething infant. 

Disease op brain, lungs, etc. When a mere state- 
ment of disease of a certain organ or part is given inquiry 
should always be made as to the nature of the disease. 
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Many returns of this class are worthless on their face, as, 
for example, "liver complaint," "lung trouble," "kid- 
ney disease," etc., so far as exact diagnoses are concerned. 
" Heart disease " is usually accepted by registrars with- 
out question, probably as the best information that can 
be obtained until physicians generally are more precise 
in filling out certificates. 

Dkopsy. The cause of the dropsy, a mere symptom of 
cardiac, hepatic, renal, or other organic disease, should 
be given. When the cause is not stated dropsy is com- 
piled among the indefinite returns. 

Eclampsia. See Convulsions. The term "eclampsia" 
is apt to include cases of puerperal convulsions, hence 
special inquiry should be made in this respect. 

Exhaustion. A worthless term. What disease or injury 
caused the exhaustion? 

Fever. What was the name of the fever? It is espe- 
cially important to make a precise and definite return, 
using unmistakable terms, as "typhoid fever," "enteric 
fever," etc., instead of uncertain or indefinite expres- 
sions. Boards of health should investigate all deaths 
from "fever" of undefined character. 

Fbactueb. What was the cause of the injury? Deaths 
should be classified under fractures only when there is 
no provision for classifying under the cause of the injury. 

Heart failure. The use of this term is a stigma upon 
American statistics. It should never be accepted, but 
inquiry should be made whether some organic disease of 
the heart was intended, and if not, then for the disease 
that caused the "heart failure." Not infrequently diph- 
theria, puerperal septicemia, or other causes of death 
have been concealed by the ignorant or intentionally 
misleading use of this term. 

Hemorrhage. From what organ or part of the body 
did the hemorrhage occur? What was the cause of the 
hemorrhage? Inquire especially for puerperal hemor- 
rhage, and in hemorrhage of the lungs (frequently re- 
ported as "hemorrhage" without qualification) always 
inquire as to whether the case was not a tuberculous one. 

Inanition. In some localities, this term covers a mul- 
titude of imperfect diagnoses. What was the cause of the 
"inanition"? The name of the disease should be given 
that led to this condition. The title "Inanition" (173), 
as given in the Eeport of the International Commission 
and in English translations among "external causes," 
does not at all correspond to our usage of the term, which 
does not usually refer to actual deprivation or starvation, 
but to the wasting resulting from certain diseases. It is 
thus merely an indefinite expression, like "debility" or 
"marasmus." 

Infantile. This adjective adds no information in ad- 
dition to the statement of age, and hence should not be 



considered as satisfactorily defining an otherwise indefi- 
nite return. ' ' Infantile debility, " " infantile marasmus, ' ' 
etc., are not more definite when thus qualified. What 
disease caused death? 

Inflammation. Give the location of the infiammation 
and its cav^e, if known. Also ascertain whether acute or 
chronic. 

Malassimilation. What disease caused the malassimi- 
lation? 

Marasmus. What disease caused the marasmus (wast- 
ing)? This is a very unsatisfactory statement, as usually 
made, and is practically worthless for statistical purposes. 
Natueal causes. This is a very unsatisfactory state- 
ment. What waa the disease causing death? 

Peritonitis. Inquiry should be made for the cause, 
especially in deaths of females of childbearing age. Was 
the peritonitis puerperal, traumatic, etc.? 

Septicemia. Inquiry should be made for the cause, 
especially in deaths of females of childbearing age. Was 
the septicemia puerperal, traumatic, etc.? 
Spasms. See Convulsions. 

Spinal disease. Was this a disease of the spine or of 
the spinal cord? What was the nature of the disease? If 
a tuberculous disease of the spine, that fact should be 
clearly stated. 

Stillborn (with age indicated). A stillbirth is a child 
born dead. Eeturns are not infrequently received in 
which a definite age, in hours or days, is stated for a 
"stillborn" child. Ascertain in such a case whether the 
child was in fact dead at birth, in which event correct the 
statement of age to correspond; or, if the statement of 
age is found to be correct, then the child was not "still- 
born," and some other cause should be substituted. 
Strangulation. See Asphyxia. 

Stricture. Stricture of what? It is usually of the 
urethra in males, but should be specified. 
Suffocation. See Asphyxia. 
Suicide. What were the means used? 
Surgical operation. What was the operation under- 
taken for? The disease or injury requiring a surgical opera- 
tion should be stated. It may be assumed, as a rule, that 
the operation was required for some disease or injury, and 
that it was properly performed; hence, the operation in 
itself should not be assigned as the sole cause of death. 
A similar rule applies to deaths during the administration 
of anesthetics for surgical purposes. 

Tumor. Was it a cancer? Whether a cancer or a 
benign tumor, the organ or part of the body affected 
should always be stated. 

Typhoid pneumonia. Was this typhoid fever or pneu- 
monia? 
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Many other indefinite and unsatisfactory statements will occur in the compilation of causes 
of death, and it should be understood that the designation of certain terms in the ''tabular list" 
as unsatisfactory by means of asterisks (*) does not imply that all of the remaining items not so 
marked are entirely proper from a scientific point of view. Many of the titles of the classifica- 
tion are themselves indefinite, such as "Paralysis without specified cause," "Hemorrhage," 
etc. , and a return may not be considered indefinite from the basis of the present condition of 
mortality statistics and yet be far from what the most advanced medical knowledge would 
recommend. A classification to be used in mortality statistics must always follow the general 
progress of medical science. It can not attempt to make distinctions and to insist upon degrees 
of accuracy that have not become the common property of the mass of the profession, nor to 
introduce refinements into the classification of returns of deaths that are not warranted by the 
general character of the returns themselves with respect to precision and accuracy of diagnosis. 
Hence any suggestions made in such a work as this manual are to be regarded as merely relating 
to the lower limit of precision, beneath which medical certificates should not fall. The most 
careful diagnosis and confirmation by post-mortem examinations are desirable whenever they 
can be obtained in settling the cause of death. It is unavoidable, under present conditions, that 
many certificates of unsatisfactory character should be received, but a careful examination of the 
certificates when presented for record, and the requirement that the most accurate information 
possible under the circumstances be supplied, will largely reduce the number of such cases 
returned. 

SUGGESTIONS TO PHYSICIANS AND REGISTBABS IN BEGABD TO THE PROPER 

STATEMENT OF CAUSES OP DEATH. 

The cooperation of the physicians of the United States is earnestly desired, not only in 
extending the list of states that possess satisfactory laws for the registration of deaths (see Census 
Circular No. 71), but also for improving the character of the returns of causes of death as made. 
Their attention is called to the difficulties of classification incident to imperfect and ambiguous 
statements of the cause of death, and the hope is expressed that greater accuracy may be secured 
in this particular. As a beginning, it would be desirable that physicians should cease to use any 
of the terms designated as especially undesirable by means of asterisks (*) in the tabular list. 
The reasons why some of these terms are unsatisfactory may be seen in the table in the preceding 
section A plain, definite statement of the cause of death in the simplest language is all that is 
necessary, and the physician should ask himself in each case: "Will the compiler of this death 
know exactly what I intended to state as the cause, or may the statement be readily understood 
in another sense? " If the latter, rewrite it so plainly that it can not be misinterpreted. Do not 
state mere symptoms, as "uremia," "dropsy," hemoptysis," etc., when the disease causmg them 

'^'' ReSiltTars, and especially the local registrars who receive the certificates of death immedi- 
ately after they have been filled out by the physicians, may render great service to the cause 
of accurate statistics of mortality by calling the attention of physicians to indefinite and 
unsatisfactory expressions, and by endeavoring to secure the necessary information while it can 
be obtained. The degree of rigor with which the requirement of a satisfactory statement of 
cause of death may be insisted upon depends largely upon the stringency of the local legislation, 
but proVisTon should be made for the rejection of returns of "heart failure" and other equally 
worthless statements.

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All users of this manual, including physicians and registrars of local and state oflSces, will 
notice certain irregularities and inconsistencies inherent in the classification, and many terms 
will occur that are not even yet provided for in the tabular list and index, despite the large 
number of additional terms added from the census lists. Provision is made for the regular 
decennial revision of the international classification, and it is not too early to begin to collect 
data for this purpose. While it would be inexpedient to attempt to introduce any individual 
modifications at the present time, desirable changes may be noted for the next revision, and any 
suggestions which may be made to this office for this purpose will be cordially welcomed, and in 
due time will be transmitted to the international commission of revision. The same may be said 
in regard to any of the assignments of census terms not found in the French report, and any new 
terms not found in the tabular list or index of the present manual which have been actually 
reported as causes of death in any part of the country will be received with interest. In 
connection with the latter it will be well for the reporter to state, if the term is at all peculiar, 
the local use and meaning and that title of the international classification to which, in his opinion, 
it should properly belong. 

In conclusion, a word of caution may be given as to the formation of a judgment upon the 
general character of the classification as compared with others upon the basis of the inclusions of 
the tabular list, unless a similar list is examined for the other classification compared. Many 
indefinite terms are found there, which to some degree vitiate the character of the statistics 
compiled thereunder; but the same terms would have to be arranged under any other classifica- 
tion, which would be defective in precisely the same degree. It is the chief merit of the 
international classification, as adopted, used, and periodically revised by the states and countries 
using it, that it plainly shows, in all the fullness of detail, just how it is made up; and hence 
registrars and sanitarians can take full cognizance of the plentiful element of error of interpreta- 
tion that is inevitable in the use of any statistics of causes of death at the present time. The 
international classification is iaWj as satisfactory as any other classification that has ever been 
devised in this respect, and it holds within it, through the systematic cooperation of physicians 
and registrars, the remedies for many of the unsatisfactory features of all classifications.

As an example of the use of such titles, according to the plan of the classification, the case of 
diphtheria and croup may be taken. All deaths from " diphtheria," from "croup," or from any 
of the synonymous terms corresponding to these diseases, are compiled under the single title 
"Diphtheria and croup." Ordinarily this is all that is done. If a registration office, for any 
purpose, however, desires to know just how many deaths occurred from " diphtheria," not includ- 
ing deaths from " croup," which latter were not considered or compiled at one time as diphtheritic, 
then a special additional statement of the deaths from diphtheria may be inserted as a new line 
under the former statement of the total deaths from diphtheria and croup. It is evident that the 
latter line will duplicate, in part, the figures of the former one. 

A more convenient method, which is employed by the census, is to make a separate statement 
of the components of these duplicated titles, which can be added together as desired:

Note.— Stillbirths are not included among deaths. A 
stillborn child is one bom dead. If a child lived any time 
whatever, after birth, it should not be included among 
stillbirths. Inquiry should be made as to whether the 
statement of age was correct, and, if so, some other cause 
of death should be assigned. The majority of such cases 
will be classed under "Congenital debility" (161), or "un- 
known" (179).

Thus "Abscess (unqual- 
ified)" of the index includes deaths reported simply as "Abscess" by the physician, without statement of the nature of thediseaseor the 
organ or part of the body affected. The use of the word "unqualified" in parentheses suggests the desirability of further information, and 
in some cases the kind of information desired is also indicated, as "nonpuerperal or unqualified," " nondiphtheritic or unqualified," etc. 
In these cases it is obvious that the registrar ought to ascertain, if possible, whether such deaths were puerperal or diphtheritic or not, as 
such information is indispensable for satisfactory compilation.
